The Annual Meeting. 

President Schwatt called the nineteenth meeting of the Asso- 
ciation to order at ten o'clock on Saturday, November 30, at 
the Law School Building of the University of Pennsylvania. 
The Association was welcomed to the University by the vice- 
provost, Dr. J. H. Penniman. After the reading of the minutes 
and the appointment of the Committee on Nominations, consist- 
ing of Dr. William H. Metzler, Syracuse University, chairman, 
Dr. Edward Fitch, of the De Lancey School of Philadelphia, 
and Mr. F. E. Seymour, of the New Jersey State Normal School 
at Trenton, the Association proceeded to the consideration of 
the topic of the day, " The Curriculum of the Secondary School." 

The topic was first treated from the point of view of the ele- 
mentary school by Principal George B. Germann, of Public 
School No. 30 of New York City. 

The point of view of the secondary school toward itself was 
presented at the meeting by Mr. William Betz, of the East High 
School, Rochester,' N. Y., and by Mr. H. E. Webb, of the Central 
High School, Newark, N. J. A paper by Principal George W. 
Evans, of the Charlestown High School, Boston, Mass., will also 
be printed in The Teacher. The following took part in the 
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discussion of the papers : A. S. Hathaway, Rose Polytechnic In- 
stitute, Terra Haute, Ind. ; Principal E. R. Smith, The Park 
School, Baltimore, Md. ; Professor Miller, Swarthmore College, 
Swarthmore, Pa. 

The point of view of the college was presented in a paper by 
President R. J. Aley, of the University of Maine, and by Pro- 
fessor E. S. Crawley, of the University of Pennsylvania. The 
discussion of these papers and also of the previous ones was the 
closing event of the morning session. President Schwatt, Dr. 
D. E. Smith, Teachers College, New York City, Professor 
Webber, of West Chester, Pa., Principal E. R. Smith, of Balti- 
more, Md., Professor Fiske, of Columbia University, Professor 
Maurice J. Babb, University of Pennsylvania, Mr. H. E. Webb 
and Dr. J. T. Rorer, William Penn High School for Girls, Phila- 
delphia, took part. Particular emphasis was laid upon: (i) 
The joy to be gained from the study of mathematics, (2) the 
necessity for the six-year curriculum, (3) the trouble of paral- 
lelism in courses, (4) the danger lurking in the function-idea for 
secondary mathematics, (5) the necessity for segregation in 
grammar school for those going to high school and in high school 
for those going to college. 

At one o'clock the Association was entertained at luncheon in 
Houston Hall by the Provost and Mrs. Smith, of the University 
of Pennsylvania. 

At the afternoon session the Committee on Nominations re- 
ported as follows: For President, I. J. Schwatt, University of 
Pennsylvania, Philadelphia, Pa.; Vice-President, W. F. Long, 
Central High School, Pittsburgh, Pa.; Secretary, H. F. Hart, 
Montclair High School, Montclair, N. J. ; Treasurer, Susan C. 
Lodge, Philadelphia Collegiate Institute, Philadelphia, Pa. ; Coun- 
cil Member, G. H. Hallett, University of Pennsylvania, Phila- 
delphia, Pa. ; Council Member, E. R. Smith, The Park School, 
Baltimore, Md. 

The secretary was instructed to cast a ballot for these nomi- 
nees. Following this Dr. Rorer gave the preliminary report of 
the Committee on Arithmetic. Dr. Metzler was invited to 
speak on his paper on testing the results of geometry teaching 
which is to appear soon in the Journal of Educational Psychology. 

The point of view of the technical schools toward the secon- 
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dary school curriculum was presented by Professor A. S. Hatha- 
way. Discussion of this paper was postponed until after Mr. 
McKeehan, secretary, Board of Law Examiners of Pennsyl- 
vania, had presented the point of view of the professions. I. J. 
Schwatt, Principal E. Baker, Girls High School, Philadelphia, 
H. E. Webb, M. J. Babb took part in the discussion. Interest 
seemed to center on the importance of arithmetic. The pro- 
gram was concluded when Dr. S. A. Moss, of the General Elec- 
tric Company, and Mr. F. W. Thomas, of the Santa Fe system, 
gave the point of view of the industrial establishments. Mr. 
Thomas traveled two thousand miles to speak to us. It was a 
matter of deep regret to all present that the time did not permit 
of the discussion of these papers. 

It was moved and unanimously carried that the thanks of the 
Association be extended to the University for the fine treatment 
given us and to the speakers for their efforts in our behalf. 
Adjourned.

A Source Book of Problems for Geometry Based upon 
Industrial Design and Architectural Ornament.

One of the strongest reasons for teaching geometry in the high school 
is that it develops in the pupils a sense of form. To cultivate and 
develop this sense in the highest degree, pupils should learn to recognize 
applications of geometric form which are omnipresent. . The figures in 
the text-books which may have seemed unattractive and devoid of human 
interest, will then appear not only useful but even beautiful. 

Sykes's Source Book has been written for the purpose of creating an 
appreciation of form as it exists in the material world, and of the depen- 
dence of one form upon another thus giving value to the study of geo- 
metrical figures. The need of a book like this is certainly real— both 
for teachers and pupils. 

This book will shortly be put on the market by
